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The following Acts of Parliament received the nsboul of the President on the 
10th April, 1950 and are heieby published tor general information. 

THE GOVERNMENT PREMISES (EVICTION) AOT, 1950. 

No. XXVII of 1950 

An Aot to provide for the eviction of certain persona from Government Premitsea 
and for certain matters oonneoted therewith. 

Bh it enacted by Pailiainont as follows: — 

1. Short title and extant.— (I) This Act may be culled the Government 
Premises (Eviction) Act, 1960. 

(2) It extends fo the whole of India except the States of Jammu and 
Kas hm ir and Delhi. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise! requires, 

(a) "competent authority” means any person authorised by the 
Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette, U> perform 
the functions ot the competent authority under this Aot for such area aa 
may be specified in the notification; 

( b ) "Government premises” means uny promises belonging to- or 
taken on lease or requisitioned by, the Central Government ; 

(c) "premises” means any building or part of a building and 
include* — > 

(») the garden* grounds and outhouses, if any, appertaining to 
such building or part of a building, and 

(«) an J fittings affixed to such building or part of a building for 
the more beneficial enjoyment thereof; ‘ 0 

(d) "prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Aot* 

U. Power to evict certain persons from Government premises.— m if ifia 
competent authority is satisfied—' ^ 1 

O) that the persun authorised to occupy any Government premises 
has, whether before or after the commencement of this Act, 

W sub-let, without the permission of the Central Government or 
of the competent authority, the whole or any part of such premises* or 
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(ii) otherwise acted in contravention of any of the terniB, express or 
implied, under which he is authorised u, occupy such premises, or 

( b ) that any person is in unauthorised occupation of any Government 

premises, 

the competent authority muy, In notice suved by post or otherwise, order 
that that person as well as any oilier person who may be in occupation of the 
wholo or any ptut of the premises, shall vacate them within fifteen days ot 
the date of the service of the notice. 

(2) If any person refuses or fails to comply with an order made under sub- 
section "(I),, the competent authouty may evict that person from, and take 
possession of, the premises, anil may for that purpose use such force as may 
be necessary. 

4. Power to recover damages. -(f) V\ hero anv pemon is in unauthorised 
occupation oL any Government pi onuses, the competent autlioiity may, in the 
prescribed manner, assess such damages on ace out ol the use and occupation 
of the promises us it may deem hi, mid may, by notice soiled by post or 
otherwise, older th.it person to pay 1 ho damages within such time us may be 
specified in the notice 

(2) If any person refuses ol > u* lo pa.) the damages mlhin the time speci- 
fied in the notice, the damage-, me he rcroveied as tu reals ot land revenue. 

5. Appeal.— (V) Any person nipumd by mu otde' ot (bn competent autho- 
rity under section 3 ol- section 4 may, within ten du^s of the date ot the service 
of the notice under section 3 or section 4, as Uni cm-c may be, prefer nn appeal 
to the Central Government: 

Provided that the Central Go runnem mnj iiueit.un the appeal after the 
expiry of the said period of ton days, if it is satisfied that the appellant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from iding the appeal in time. 

(2) On receipt of an appeal under suo-soction (1), the Central Government 
may, after calling for a report Jioni fhe competent authority, and after making 
Buch further inquiry, if any, as may be ueoessurv , pass such ciders as it tkinkB 
fit, and the order of the Central Government shall he final. 

(3) Where an appeal ia pn'lened under sub-section (1), the Central 
Government may stay the enfoi cement oi (he older of the competent authority 
for auch period and on such condiliuriH an it tliiuka lit. 

6. Bar of jurladiction of civil courts.- -iso older made by the Central Govern- 
ment or the competent authority in (lie exercise of any power conferred by or 
under this Act shall lie called in question in any court mid no injunction shall 
be granted by any court or othoi authority in respect of any notion taken or to 
be taken m pursuance of any power cordoned by or under this Act. 

7. Protection of action taken In good faith. - No suit, pioaccutiou or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Government or the competent 
authority in respect of anything which is in good faith doiio or intended to bo 
done in puruuunco of Him Act or of any lu'eu w ordain made thereunder, 

8. Delegation. - -Tho Centra] OeVca’innenL i my, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, direct thub an; power e'crer-nblo by it rudm- this Act shaJJ, 
subject to such conditions, if .mi, as b L - r->peJfitd in the notification, be 
exercisable also by mi officer apccnllj unipow.iecT in thin behalf by the Central 
Government, 
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9. Penalty — Am poison who oonlrau'ues any provision of this Yd or of 
any rule or orcltr made thereunder or obstructs the lawful exercise of any power 
conferred by or under this Act shall bo punishable with fine which may extend 
lo one thousand rupees. 

10. Power to make rules.— (/) Ihe ('uitiul Government muv, by notifica- 
tion in the Official Ciu/itte, make rub's foi e i Tying out the purposes of this 
Act. 

(3) Tn particular, and without piejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such i nice, may provide for all or uuy of the following matterB, 
nunaely 

(a) ihc fo v m of notice and the manm r in which it may be served ; 

(b) the pioccdui e to ha followed in 1 ding possession of Government 
premiseu ; 

( c ) the manner in which damages for unauthorised occupation may 
be assessed; 

(d) the manner in which appeals may he preferred and the procedure 
to be followed in appeals; 

(a) any other matlei which has to be or may be, prosciibed. 


THE SHOLAPUR SPINNING AND WEAVING COMPANY (EMERGENCY 

PROVISIONS) ACT, 1950.

An Art tn mal<e eperial piorivnn for Ihc pm per management and ad'miniatration 
of the Sholapvr Spinning anil Weaving Company, Limited, 

Bm it enacted by Piuhammt as follows — 

1. Short title. — This Act imu he c filed tlw Rholapuv Spinning and Weaving 
Compuny (Emergency Piovisiou-.) Act, 1080 

2. Definitions. — In this \c1 unless (lie context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Compnnv” n e ns the SShohipm Spinning and Weaving Com- 
pany Limited, icgisteicd umlei the Ccnqiuiic 1 - Act and having its registered 
office in Bombay, 

(h) “Companies Act” means the Indian Companies Act, 1918 (VII 
of 1018); 

(o) “diieetou” means tlv dir '(tors appointed under section 8; 

(d) "notified older ’ means an older notified in the Official Gazette. 

3. Power of Central Government to appoint directors of the Company The 

Central Government may, at rmv time, by notified order, appoint ns many per- 
sons ns it thinks fii to I e dnecti is of Ihe Company for the purpose of taking 
over its mamceiriont and iidmim -tiatiou and may appoint one of such directors 
to he the chairman. 


4. Effect of notified order appointing directors.- On Ihe issue of a notified 
order under section 3, — 


(a) all persons holding 
telv before flic i mu> i I (In 
1 heir offices as such: 


olhce ns duel lots of the Company immedia- 
ii't( if'u‘ 1 1 t mb i 1 ill bo deemed to have vacated 
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(b) nny contract of management between the Company and any manag- 
ing agent theieof holding office as such immediately before the issue of the 
notified order shall be deemed to have terminated; 

(c) the directors shall take such stops as may be necessary to take 
into their custody or under their control all the property, effects and 
actionable claims to which the Company is or appears to be entitled; and 
all the property and effects of the Company shall bo deemed to be in the 
custody of the directors as from the date of the notified order; 

(d) the directors shall bo for all purposes the directors of I he Company 
duly constituted under th( Compunus \et and shall alone ho entitled to 
exercise all the powers of the directors of the Company, whether such 
powers are derived from the Companies Act or from the memorandum or 
articles of association or otherwise. 

6. Powers and duties of director a.— (I) Subject to the control of the Central 
Government, the directors shall take such steps as may be necessary for the 
purpose of efficiently managing the business of the Company, and, in particular, 
the directors shall have power notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Companies Act or in the memorandum or articles of association of I he Company, 

(a) to choose one of their number to be the chairman and to delegate 
to him or to any one or more of the directors all or any of their powers; 

(b) to appoint nny individual or firm to be the managing agent of the 
Company and to determine the terms and conditions of scrvico of such 
managing agent; 

(o) to raise funds in such manner and offer such security therefor as 
they think fit; 

(d) to carry out such repairs as may be necessary in respect of any 
machinery or other property in their custody; 

(e) to emplov such persous as may be necessary for enabling them to 
efficiently discharge their duties, and define the conditions of service of 
such employees. 

(8) The direofors may, with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
ment, cancel or vary, either unconditionallv or subject to such conditions as they 
think fit to impose, any contract or agreement ontered into between the 
Company and any other person at any time before the issue of the notified urder 
under section 0, if the directors are satisfied that such contract or agreement is 
detrimental to the interests of the Company 

6 Statement of affairs to be made to directors.— (7) On the issue of a 
notified order under section 3, there shall bo made out and submitted to fhe 
directors a statement as to the affairs of the Company, verified by affidavit and 
containing the following particulars, namely,— 

(a) the assets of the Company, stating separately the cash balanco in 
hand and at the bank, if any; 

( b ) the debts and liabilities; 

(cl the names, residences and occupations of the creditors, stating 
separately the amount of secured debts and unsecured debts and in the 
case of secured debts, the particular of the securities, their value and the 
dates when they were given; 

(d)_the debts due to the Company and the names, residences and 
occupations of the persons from whom they are due and the amount likelv 
tp \)' realised thorefrotrp 
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(£) The statement shall be submitted and verified by one or more of the 
directors holding office as such immediately befoio the issue of the notified 
order under section 3 or by the secretary, manager or other chief officer of the 
Company holding office as such before the issue of the notified order as the 
dire a fora may specify, and the statement shall bo submitted within such time 
as may be so specified 

( 3 ) If any person, without any reasonable exouso knowingly and wilfully, 
makes default in complying with the requirements of this section, he shall 
he punishable with imnrieonment which may extend to three months, or with 
fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both 

7. Statements by beneficial owners of shares of Company.— -Every person, 

who has any interest in any share of the Company which stands in the nnmo 
of another person in the registet of shareholders of the Company, shall within 
such period as may be prescribed by the Central Government bv notified order, 
make a declaration in such form as may ho prescribed (which shall be counter- 
signed by the person in whoso name the share is registered) to the Company 
declaring his interest in such share and noi withstanding anything erntained 
in any other law or in anv contract to the contrary, a person wffio fails to make 
a declaration os aforesaid in respect of anv share shall be deemed lo have no 
right or title whatsoever in that share- 

Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the right of anv person w r ho 
has an interest in any such share to establish in a Court his right thereto if the 
person m whose name the sharo is registered refuses to sign the declaration 
as required by this section. 

8. Power of directors to Institute proceedings against past directors, etc., 
for damages. — ( 1 ) The directors may if they are satisfied that it is necessary 
in the interest of the Company or in the public interest so to do institute in the 
name of the Company such proceedings as thev think fit for the recovers of 
damages for anv fraud misfeasance or other misconduct in connect’on with the 
management of the affairs of the Comnanv committed by any pi rson before the 
issue of the notified order undir section 3 or for the recovery of any property 
of the Company which has been misapplied or wiongfullv leiained by any 
person 

( 2 ) No director shall be personally liable for anv costs or expenses incurred 
in connection with anv proceedings instituted bv virtue of this sect on 

9. Penalties.— If anv person wilfully di strnvs nr fails to deliver to the 
directors when reauired anv hooks of account registers or anv other documents 
in Ins custody rclniing to the business of the Company or retains any property 
of the Company, he shall be punishable wiib imprisonment which may extend 
to six months, or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees nr with 
both 

10. Filling up of casual vacancies among directors.— (21 Casual \acancies 
occurring in the bodv of direct ms whether caused bv death, resignation or 
otherwise, shall be filled by nomination by the Central Government 

(9) No act of the directors shall be called in question on the ground merelv 
of the existence of anv vacancy among the directors or of any defect in Ihe 
ipporritment of any of them 

11. No right to compensation for termination of contract of managing agent 
Ot any other contract — ( 1 ) Notwithstamlmsr a ivthine contained in anv law for 
the lime being m force no managing agent shall be entitled to anv rompnnsat’oii 
for tire premature termination under this Act of any contract, of management 
entered into b;y him with the Company, and no person shall be entitled to 
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compensation in respect of the eancellnt'on or variation under this Act of any 
contract or agreement entered into between him and the Company. 

(8) Nothing contained in sub-section (1) shall affect the right of any such 
managing ageni or person to recover from the Company moneys recoverable 
otherwise than by wav of such compensation, 

12. Cancellation of appointment of directors. — (1) If at any time it appears 
to the Central Government that the purpose of the order appointing the directors 
has been fulfilled or that for anv other reason it is unnecessary that the order 
should remain in force, it mav direct the directors to call a meeting of the 
shareholders of the Company for the purpose of nominating a new body of 
directors and, on the nomination of a new bodv, (he Central Government may, 
by notified order, cancel (he appointment of diiee(or= made under this Act. 

(8) On the cancellation of anv such appointment, the directors shall be 
divested, of the management and administration of the Company, and such 
management and administration shall vest in (he new body of directors. 

13. Application of the Companies Act. — (7) Notwilhstanding anything con- 
tained in the Companies Act or in the memorandum or articles of association 
of the Company, — 

(a) it. shall not he lawful for the shareholders of the Company or any 
other person to nominate or appoint anv parson to he a director of the 
Company ; 

(b) no resolution passed at any meeting of the shareholders of the 
Company shall be civ on effect to unless approved by the Central Govern- 
ment; 

(o) no proceeding for the winding up of the Company or for the 
appointment of a receiver in respect thereof shall lie in any court unless by 
or with (he sanction of the Central Government. 

(8) Subject to the orovisinns contained in sub-section (1) and to the other 
provisions in this Ait and subject (o such exceptions, restrictions and 
limitations ns the Central Government mav, by notified order, specify, the 
Companies Act shall continue to npplv to the Company in the same manner as 
it applied thereto before the issue of the notified order under section 8 

14. Effect of Act on other laws. — The provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anvthing inconsistent therewith contained in any other law or 
in any instrument huvina effect bv virtue of any law other than this Act, 

15. Directors to be public servants. -Everv director appointed under section 
3 shall he deemed (o he a public sen ant within the meaning of section 21 of the 
Indian Penal Code (Art XT/V of IRfiO). 

10. Delegation of powers. Tim Central Government mav, by notified order, 
direct that all or any of the powers exereNnhle bv it under this Act mav he 
exercised bv the Government of Bombay and where anv powers are so delegated 
they shall he exercisable subject to such directions as (he Central Government 
may issuo from time to time. 

17. Protection of action taken under Act.— (I) No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against any director in respect of anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act. 

(2) No suit or other level proceeding shall lie against the Central Govern- 
ment, the Government of Bombay or anv d : ree(or for any damage caused or 
lihelv to be caused by anything which is in good faith clone Of intended to he 
dope ip purspance gf this Act t 
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18. Power to make rules. — (1) The Ocutial Government may make rules 
to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(3) I)i pniticular, and without prejudice to tho generality of tho foregoing 
power, any rules made under sub-section (1) may provide for — *■ 

(a) the manner in which the directors may exorcise their powers under 
this Act; 

(b) the munner in which books of account shall bo maintained by the 
directors and audited; 

(c) the submission of specified or periodica) returns and reports by 
the directors to any specified authority m connection with tho affairs of the 
Company. 

19. Repeal and savings. — The Sholapur Spuming and Weaving Company 
(Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 1950 (II of 1050), is hereby repealed; 

Provided that the repeal shall not affect— 

(а) the previous operation of the said Ordinance, or 

(б) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in respect of any 
oitonce coinmitftd against the said Oidinunce, or 

(c) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any 
such pennlty, forfeiture or punishment, 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be instituted, 
continued or enforced, and any such penalty, forfeiture or punishment may bo 
imposed as if this Act had not been passed: 

Provided further that, subject to tho preceding proviso, anything done or 
any action taken, including any notified order issued, appointment made or 
direction given under the said Ordinance, shall be deemed to have been dorm 
or iukari uuder the corresponding provision oi (hit. Ad and shall continue in force 
accordingly, unless and until superseded by anything done or any action taken 
under this Act.
